A Butterfly Farm — 


Vegetation Consists of Shrubs on 
Which Caterpillars Live 

An unusual “farm” has been start- 
ed near Macon, France, by Mr. Andre, 
a French entomologist. Mr. Andre 
raises butterflies and silkworms, and 
so the vegetation of his farm consists 
of mulberry, oak, ash, cypress, lilac, 
pine, plum, hawthorn, and other trees 
and shrubs on which the caterpillars 
that becomesbutterflies live. In in- 
fancy the butterflies are protected by 
being inclosed in tulle bags which are 
fastened to the twig or branch on 
which the young caterpillars are to 
feed; as the caterpillars get bigger the 
tulle bags are taken away, and the 
caterpillars left free to spin their 
cocoons, which are collected from the 
trees and bushes very much like some 
strange kind of fruit and placed in 
little wire cages until the perfect but- 
terflies emerge. On this side the 
work of the butterfly farm is com- 
!mercial, but no less important is the 
experimental work of the farm with 
silkworms, by which sooner or later 
the butterfly hopes to’ provide the 
world wijh silkworms that will pro- 
dute a a grade of silk in a north- 
erly climate.

Thefts from the castles of former 
Emperor William and the Crown 
Prince Frederick, not only during the 
revolution, but during the January 
and March riots of the Spartacans 


and Communists, are still engaging 
the attention of the police, Slowly 
the authorities have been able to 


trace some of the valuables that were 
filched by the sailors who occupied 
the ex-emperor’s palace and that of 
his son for a time, but an immense 
amount has been taken from Berlin 
by underground methods, and may 
never be recovered.
